Re-issue of previous office action 
The previous office action is re-issued to provide for timely reconsideration with 
second level review in Class 705. Any change in status because of second level review 
response will be communicated to applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 8 there is recited "with sufficient certainty so that it qualifies as 
tangible, capital for regulatory and investment(s) purposes". The recitation is non- 
functional descriptive in nature. The "it" is not described expressly, it is either tangible 
capital or not, and the purposes are vague and indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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4. Allowable subject matter requires a second level review for applications in 
class 705 before a notice of allowance is mailed to applicant. The time period for review 
may vary from application to application. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's response appears to be convincing. The previous rejection is 
maintained pending second level review.
